“Thousands of Greek refugees were lying, when I left, in Jigbters 
in port and on the breakwater in a pitisble condition, being witbout 
food or water, though the British have giveo what assistance was 
possible.

Logistation is contemplated in 
Hongkong to regulate the 
arcploy ment ofchikiren in certain 
fodustries, This follows the rec- 
ommendations of the Commis:

appointed last year by H.E. the 
Governor. A draft Bill to carry

: CHINA'S PREMIER. 

{ . =. ‘ 
Wellington: Koo be 

Appointed ? 

‘AS long as the Government will 
not appoint and the ‘Parliament 
will not approve am permanent 
Premier; there will always be a 
Cabinet question, says a writer 
in a Peking contemporary of the 
Sth. inst. 

This question is moat annoving 
for everybody, and as long aa it 
remains onsolved all will so from 
bad to worse, . 

Yesterday wa shnoonted o 
brighter prospect‘of the Cabinet 

after the resumption af duties by 
Premier Wang Chong-bui, and 
waeven. went so far as to hope 
that Dr. Wang will ba appointed 
tothe Premiership permanently. 

But our to-dap'’s informations, 
if they only are true, are rather 
bad news. “We were informed that 
Dr, Wang definitely declared to 
the President that he is willing to 
be in office for s fortnight only 
and after this period he will hand 
over the helm of the ship ot state 
to any other candidate chosen by 
the government: These news, 
might of course. be only a rumour, 
purposedly circulated by persans 
opposed to the formation of a 
permanent Cabinet under Wang 
Chung-bui. Let us hope: that 
rumours are only ramours and 
let us wait and see. 

There were alsorumours ciren: 
lating to the effect that Dr 
Wellington Koo bas been Tequest- 
ed to form a cabinet and that he 
will then probably refose the 
Finance portfolio. 

Nevertheless, in spite of alt 
these rumours the source of which 
is unknown, we may assume that 
the political circles arg all in fav- 
our of Wang Chung-hui and that 
he bas been approached Ly sever- 
al parties and asked to accept his 
new appointment, 

To-morrow, the House of Rep- 
Tesentatives ‘will probably vote 
oathe Tang Shao-yi Cabinet, a 
project in order to keep the estab: 
lished rules, President Li had to 
submit to Parliament... It is pre- 
sumed that the Tang Cabinet will 
bo_rejected_—byp—_tho Chamber 
leaving thus the field free for a, 
new candidate.
